"When I first began iopractice, I did 


on immense amount of* charity work.

I had pretty good suc- 
cess with children nnd made quite a 
name down in tho tenement districts— 
and incidentally spentjnost of my pocket 
money on my patients. That was before 
the day of free sterilised milk for sick 
babies and dozens of institutions for the 
relief of the poor.

IS A CHANGE GOOD POLICY JiOW? 


The Republican State Convention 


will convene on next Thursday and by 
Friday evening KB labors will have 
been finished and froui pieeeut iudica- 
tioas a full State ticket will be nomi- 
nated. There will then be (our tickets 
in the Geld from which the voters of 
Nevada may select the officials to man- 
age the affairs of State for the four 
years succeeding January 1, 1899. 
It 


la not the wish of the JOURNAL to crit- 
icise the aota of the Republican ad- 
ministration for the f oar years proceed- 
ing that of the Silver party State offi- 
cers, but a glance at facts and figures 
(or the purpose of comparison cannot 
be construed into mud throwing or 
uncalled for criticism. During the de- 
pression that has existed in Nevada for 
the past eight years, particularly in the 
State's principal industry, there has 
been almost a continuous cry of re- 
trenchment. It has been said over aud 
over again that Nevada could not keep 
np her State Government, that the 
State University could not be main- 
tained, and that the most rigid economy 
must bo enforced iu all State institu- 
tions aud departments of the State 
Government or the State would be 
bankrupt, While the Republican ad- 
ministration referred to seemed to real- 
ize the situation and to some extent 
gave heed to the warnings of the tax- 
payers, yet there was little change iu 
the direction of economy from that of 
former years, and it was said that it 
was next to impossible to run the State 
Government any more economically 
than it had been carried on. The Sil- 
ver party officers took charge of the 
ship of State, and the story of their 
management ia best told in the follow- 
ing clause taken from the platform 
adopted at the late Silver party State 
Convention:

No one can examine the fore- 
going and many other facts and fig- 
ores which might be adduced, with- 
out the resulting conviction that the 
Silver party has fulfilled its prom- 
il» of ratrenchment with reference 
to salaries of State offljiah and the 
curtailment 
of 
unnecessary ex- 


pense?, while, on the other hand, it 
has generously fostered tho educa- 
tional and ohaiitable institutions of 
the State and wisely contributed to 
ita poblio improvement. 
These are fmta that cannot be de- 


nied and niua'c iti all reason convince 
the taxpayer that the Silver party offi-

have done so they acted in bad faith

this time, when the greater portion of 
Nevada's people are striving to rehabil- 
itate the white metal? Would it not 
be better to open the mines and mills, 
and instead of a rapidly decreasing 
population, offer the best inducements 
for people to come into the State and 
engage] in all branches of business? 
Can it be possible that silver men or 
those who have their homes in the 
State and perhaps every interest and 
are anxious to see the State again pros-
